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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has considered the applicant's 
response and the submitted exhibits, but they are not found to be persuasive. The applicant desires to show the teachings in the 
disclosure of the Petrus reference do not properly apply to the instantly claimed invention. However, the applicant's characterization of 
carpal tunnel syndrome as an entrapment neuropathy does not place it in a category that is mutually exclusive from musculoskeletal 
disorders. The examiner takes the position that the term 'musculoskeletal disorder* is simply a broader categorization that is co-extensive 
with 'entrapment neuropathy', as evidenced by the breadth of the range of disorders that fall under the category of musculoskeletal 
disorders, as shown in column 1 of the Petrus reference. Thus, it is the position of the examiner that the Petrus reference remains 
properly applicable to the instant claims, absent a showing by the applicant that 'musculoskeletal disorder" and 'entrapment neuropathy' 
are mutually exculsive terms. 
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
